Governor Banks of Mas- 
sachusetts, has the following very sig-

attention of the Legislature, in view of 
the rugged paths of national life, upon 
which, too obviously, we are entering, 
to the expediency of maintaining the in- 
stitution of the militia.“ 


Quite a number of very respectable 
ci izens of Kentucky have been forced to 
leave that State with their families on ac- 
count of their Abolition sympathies; no 
misdemeanour is laid to their charge. A 
large meeting had been held at Rich- 
n ond, at which speakers laid down as an 
axiom that such sentiments as Abolition- 
ists entertained were not to be tolerated 
by aslaveholding people that Abolition 
doctrines and slaveholding were not to 
be permitted together—that one or the 
other must go under, and that they 
were resolved that the paries and their 
friends must forthwith seek other homes. 
The persons warned to leave the State 
appealed to Governor Magoffin for pro- 
tection, and a committee of them pre- 
sented a petition. The Governor re- 
ceived the bearers ofthe petition courte- 
ously and advised then, for the sake of 

reserving the peace of the State, to 
— it. He said that the public mind 
was deeply moved by the events in Vir- 
ginia, and that until the excitement sub- 
sided, their presence in the State would 
be dangerous, and he could not engage 
to protect them against their fellow cilt- 
zens, who had resolved that they must 
go. He promised them security while 
taking their —— and that their 
property should be protected.
